Earliest  Members  of  the  Family. 


From  Fannie  Kelson  ( Co tt Ingham)  Boeye  I  was  given  this 
idea  cf  the  early  ancestry*  There  was  a  Lord  Robert  Archibald 
in  northern  Scotland,  whose  youngest  son,  Andrew,  a  cobbler, 
came  tc  America  and  with  him  his  two  sons,  Robert  and  David,  by 
name.  This  she  learned  from  her  mother,  Catherine  Archibald, 

So  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  verify  her  impression.* 

Another  impression  is  that  the  Senior  Archibald  was  named 
David,  that  he  came  to  Kew  York  from  Scotland  end  went  from 
there  to  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  That  his  son,  Andrew  Archi¬ 
bald,  was  born  in  Reading  about  1777.  Andrew  had  three  sons, 
David  A.,  Robert  A.,  and  Andrew.  There  is  no  record  of  any 
Archibalds  ever  having  lived  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania.  This 
I  learned  through  communication  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Berks  Historical  Society. 

From  Anna  Z.  Lee  of  Lafayette,  Indiana,  oldest  daughter  cf 
Martha  Archibald  Lee,  I  was  given  this  account  of  the  first 
members  cf  the  family. 

"The  first  David  Archibald  came  from  Scotland.  Mother 
did  net  know  the  name  cf  the  place.  That  was  my  great  great 
grandfather.  He  came  ever  to  be  a  soldier.  Ke  left  his  father 
and  mother  and  two  sisters  at  home.  I  suppose  he  was  drafted. 

I  do  know  he  was  a  weaver  by  trade.  VThen  they  came  for  him  he 
was  dressed  in  his  hone  made  linen  suit.  He  went  with  nothing 
in  his  hand  except  his  Bible.  Ee  said  for  Americe  he  fought  on 
the  bloody  bridge  where  every  three  fell.  The  place  or  date 
of  the  battle  we  do  net  know.  He  did  not  get  hurt  at  that  time 
I  don't  know  that  he  was  ever  wounded." 

"If  Grandfather  David  Archibald  had  any  sons,  they  died 
very  young.  I  do  not  know  their  names.  I  do  not  know  of  the 
family  Bible." 

This  is  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  first  David  and 
Is  probably  indicative  of  his  participation  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  Far,  though  that  remains  to  be  established.

never  returned,  to  the  children#  as  it  was  lost  through  bad 
management  on  Robert’s  part#
